The Holy Ghost is The Teacher And it is 
Our Duty to Learn as we go. 





TO DISOBEY THE BIBLE IS 


One of the firet things to learn 
after one becomes a Ohristian is 
obedience. It is not always easy 
to obey at the start, but by con- 
stant yielding and submission 
the rebellious nature is broken 
and obedience takes the place. 

James tells of the horse that is 
held in with bit and bridle, but 
this can be practiced so much 
until finally horses are often 
trained so they will obey the 
voice of the master without the 
use of the reins. There has to 
be some training before the 
bridles are removed. They have 
to be so far along in training un- 
til the master has confidence 
sufficient to remove the bridle. 
Then by a word and a force of 
habit there is no want of obedi- 
ence. 

When I first embraced the 
Ohristian religion and received 
an experience I had it about al! 
to learn. I did not know there 
was a sentence in the Bible that 
taught healing for the body, 
Nobody told me, so of course | 
was ignorant. I began to search 


_ the Scriptures, and, while search- 


ing and reading I learned of the 
teaching concerning divine heal- 
ing. ThenIbeganto obey. The 
longer I obeyed the easier it has 
been, until now it is easier to 
obey than itis to disobey. 
inclination to disobey, but al- 
ways aninclination to obey. 

But | had to tearn obedience 
by getting sick and calling for 
prayer instead of calling for @ 
physician. It was perfectly na- 
tural to call for a physician be- 
fore 1 was saved. I had been 
trained in that way and of course 
I thought that was the only thing. 
Never thought of anything else. 
But when salvation rolled into 
my soul and I began to read the 
Bible I soon found healing in 
the atonement the same as the 
forgiveness of sins. The only 
thing [ needed then was to learn 
obedience. This I did, and learn- 
ed it good enough so that in a 
very short time the Bible way 
was always resorted to. 

Obedience is one of the most 
universal principles in the great 
economy of the world. ‘The ser- 
vant obeys the master, the child- 
ren obey their parents, the sol- 
diers obey their superior officers, 
the animals obey man who 
over them. But they have all 
had to learn before they became 
proficient so they could be fully 
depended apon. It is also to be 
remembered that Jesus learned 
obedience, because it is written, 
‘Though he were a Son, yet 
learned he obedience.’’ (Heb. 
5 8.) 

There is another thing to cou- 
sider in connection with Jesus 
learning obedience. It is said 
that He learned obedience by 
the things which He suffered, 
and that through His sufferings 
and obedience He was made per- 
fect. Now we often console our- 
selves by remembering that 
Jesus went this way before, and 
weare only following in His 
steps when we are wading 
through suffering. This is all 
right, but while we remember 
that Jesus learned obedience 
we should also remember that 
if it were necessary for Him to 
learn obedience, how much more 
should we submit and learn obe- 
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When Jesus stayed behind His 
tather and mother in Jerusalem

TO DISOBEY THE TEACHER. 


iwith the doctors and lawyers, 
Alis whole heart was bent on 
‘obeying God and beginning 
right there and doing the work 
of His ministry,—teaching and 
explaining God’s Word,—for He 


saw thatthe doctors were all 
blind as bats about the real 
meaning of the Scriptures. 


Judging from the answer He 
gave His mother when she cor- 
rected him for causing His par- 
ents sorrow of heart we conclude 
He wanted tobe about His 
Father’s business at that early 
age, but He must go home and 
be subject unto His parents. In 
doing that no doubt there was 
mental suffering, and yet there 
was not one atom of disobedience 
toward God on the one side or 
His motheron the other. He 
had to consent to hold His mind 
back for all these long years, 
while he was eager to save and 
bless the world. 

Jesus is our example. He 
learned how to apply the spirit 
of obedience, although it involv- 
ed suffering. It is our privilege 
to learn how to apply the obedi- 
ence, even 1f it does involve suf- 
fering. You must remember 
that the principle of obedience 
is one thing, but the application 
of that principle is something 
else. There is no suffering in 
the principle of obedience. The 
element of loyalty lies in the 
heart, and there is no suffering 
in that. But when youtake that 
principle of loyalty, of obedience 
in the heart, and come to apply 
it in the outward life, it often 
involves a great deal of suffer- 
ing. And Jesus learned how to 
apply the principle of obedience 
by the things which He suffered, 
and to follow Him we must do 
the same. 


You accept the principle of 
obedience to the Church of God— 
to the Assembly. There is no 
suffering there. You consent to 
this with pleasure and real re- 
joicing. But when these princi- 
ples begin to apply to your -out- 
ward life it often. brings suffer- 
ing. There are the persecutions 
that are promised by Jesus, 
There are the changes of some of 
your views and opinions. Some- 
times you are tempted to leave 
the church after you have taken 
the obligation. And sometimes 
they do leave after they have 
taken the obligation to be 
loyal. 


Not long since a certain person 
threatened me with the law if I 
did not comply with certain de- 
mands. That person was a mem- 
ber of the church---had taken the 
obligation to be loyal, and really 
meant to be loyal, but when the 
demand came to apply the prin- 
ciple in the outward life, there 
was some suffering involved be- 
cause to be Joyal and obey the 
rules of the church as outlined 
by the Assembly crossed some 
former views and opinions. I 
am glad to state, however, that 
after I wrote a nice letter to that 
person, giving some explanation 
of how the rules should be ap- 
plied in the outward life after 
the principle had been accepted, 
that same person wrote me 
promptly and confessed the mis- 
take, repented, and no doubt be- 
gan to apply the principle of 
obedience in the outward life 
although it involved suffering to 
get over the former opinions. 

When a boy volunteers to go 
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into the navy, and gets a naval 
suit on, walks the deck, and is 
gay and jolly with his comrades, 
he has in his young heart the 
principle of loyalty to his govern- 
ment; but he knows no more of 
what that principle is going to 
involve than anything in the 
world. When he gets on the 
high seas, when sickness breaks 
out and he in a foreign port, 
when he goes into a naval en- 
gagement and encounters storm 
und strife, and this extends over 
years, he finds that the principle 
of loyalty which he had in his 
heart must be unfo!ded day by 
day, month by month, and year 
by year, and asthat principle of 
loyalty is applied on this point 
and on that point, it may in- 
volve a great deal of suffering. 
Thus he never knows what obe- 
dience 1s, in its practical form, 
until he has gone through the 
career of a sailor. Then he not 
only knows what the principle 
is, but he knows what it in- 
volves in the line of life. 


Now that illustrates nearly ev- 
ery one that comes into the 
Ohurch of God. They mean to 
obey, they have the principle of 
loyalty in their hearts, but they 
do not know what it is going 
to mean in being applied in the 
outward life. They follow in the 
footsteps of Jesus and are con- 
stantly learning obedience by the 
things they suffer. Here comes 
water baptism, the Lord’s sup- 
per, feetwashing, paying tithes. 
To put these in practice may be 
a little grating on the mind at 
first. I’ve heard some say about 
feetwashing that it was very em- 
barrassing at first. Some have 
been so timid that they could 
not overcome and engage with 
the others at first. They have 
often waited till the last, 


This was not due to rebellion 
nor intentional disloyalty, but it 
means some suffering to learn 
obedience and without an extra 
effort many will fail. 


lt is true the Holy Ghost is our 
teacher and it is our duty to learn 
as we go even at the cost of sut- 
fering. You have enlisted. You 
have taken the obligation to be 
loyal. You cannot go back, so you 
must be baptized, you must wash 
one another’s feet, you must take 
the Lord’s supper, you must pay 
your tithes, you must attend re- 
ligious services, you must greet 
one another with a holy kiss, you 
must submit to and put in prac- 
tice every requirement even if it 
does seem grating on your mind 
to do it. 


There is another thing involv- 
ed in the feet washing that I 
must mention. There has been 


to wash the feet of certain per- 
sons that do not seem to be quite 
as tidy, or for some other rea- 
son. They have their choice and 
if they cannot wash the one they 
want to they pout or will not 
wash at all. This is wrong. 
Here is where you have a chance 
to learn obedience by suffering. 
It may be a little grating on 
your mind, but you must over- 
come it. If you have respect to 
persons in feet washing and fail 
to rule your mind and overcome 
it you will grow lean in your 
soul if you do not backslide alto- 
gether. Listen at James:---‘‘My 
brethren, have not the faith of 
our Lord Jesus Christ * * * with 
respect to persons. * * * But if 
ye have respect to persons, ye 
commit sin, and are convinced 
of the law as_ transgressors.”’ 
(James 2 :1,9.) 


Now learn obedience, even in 
feet washing. Learn obedience 
in tithe paying. And some of 
|the ministers and other officers

‘dience in making their monthly 
reports, and other things as well. | 
Some people do not want to do 
anything that they do not feel | 
like doing. They seem to forget | 
that Jesus said, ‘He that taketh | 
not his cross, and followeth after | 
me, is not worthy of me.’’ ‘*And 
whosoever doth not bear his 
cross, and come after me, can- 
not be my disciple.” “If any 
man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me.” ‘‘If any 
man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me.”’ All 
there sayings of Jesus show that 
it is expected that the Lord’s peo- 
ple will be required to do things 
contrary to their wants some- 
times. Andif they do not take! 
up the cross and do these things, 
and learn obedience in this way, 
they cannot be His disciples. 

When do we get the spirit of 
obedience? By nature we are 
rebellious, disobedient, stubborn 
and selfwilled. By nature we 
do not obey God. But when we 
become Ohristians we begin to 
obey. We'begin to learn obedi- 
ence, and the Holy Ghost be- 
comes our teacher, and itis our 
duty to learn as we go. To dis- 
obey the Bible is to disobey the 
Teacher. Toobey the Bible is 
to obey the divine Teacher. We 
who are filled with the Holy 
Ghost are expected to obey the 
Bible. This means to sometimes 
do things that are unpleasant. 
It means to submit to things 
that produce suffering. Jesus 
was full of the Holy Ghost, but 
he learned obedience through 
the things He suffered. 

he very love ef God involves 
suffering. The higher men rise 
toward God, the more God will 
test their faith. And He will! 
test it on points that nobody but 
you and God understand. All 
these testings involve suffering 
and pain, a suffering and pain 
you canuot tell to any body; and 
yet nght through it there goes 
obedience, unswerving loyalty 
and obedience. You are learn- 
ing how to apply obedience. 

In the first ¢ush of your sanc- 
tified joy you said, “O Lord, | 
will do anything, go anywhere, 
bear anything for you!’’ And 
you meant it. The Holy Ghost 
put that in your heart. The 
Lord takes .you at your word, 
and when the times comes for 
you to do the thing you promised 
to do itis not just play. You 
will find out, like the most of us 
find out that in carrying out the 
principle of your obedient heart 
you will have to suffer; and that 
very suffering simply demon- 
'strates and proves to angels and 
| devils that you are true. 

You go to the store to buy a 
spool of cotton. You put it in 
your pocket or your little satchel 
and carry 1t home. Now, you 
sit down and stitch, stitch, stitch. 
You take the spool of cotton and 
uoroll the thread and use it all 
up into garments until the cot- 
ton isall gone. You get the 
clean heart and the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, and you have 
the spool of cotton. ‘‘Lord, 1 
will obey. Here Il am; anything 
you say I will do.” You are 
happy and itisall right. The 
Lord says, ‘‘Very well.” by 
and by the Lord begins to unroll 
you, and He begins to utilize all 
that spool of cotton, and He be- 
gins to have you do this and do 
that, until the thread of obedi- 
ence that was in your heart has 
been stitched into a thousand 
garments of history. And when
